and $41,473,000 ki readjustment 
benefits. Congress frequently has 
cut these funds in past years only 
to restore them subsequently in 
supplemental bills. 
There was no cut in the 701 
millions requested for operation 
(rf the VA hospital program, which 
includes 173 hospitals expected to 
provide care and treatment for 
an average of 140,800 veterans in 
1958. 
Neither was there any reduction 
in the 179 millions requested for 
outpatient medical and dental care 
for veterans with service-connect­ 
ed disabilities. 
In reducing funds fo^ new hos­ 
pital construction, the committee 
called for an end to what it de­ 
scribed as “the gingerbread and

tion, or emulation, in the religious 
world. 
Religion almost everywhere and 
not less in the professedly Chris­ 
tian organizationized aspects, has 
been based upon authority. The ex­ 
ternal authority and discipline that 
is essentially similar to the au­ 
thority in the Jewish time of Jlsus, 
which He disregarded, insofar as 
authority for His own mission was 
concerned. 
The fact that Jesus acted with­ 
out any such external authority 
brought quick challenge. Jesus was 
immediately ask ed, by the chief 
priests and elders, "By what au­ 
thority doest thou these things? 
And who gave thee this authority?” 
That incident and the reply of 
Jesus (Matthew 21:23-27) ought to 
have warned wise and sincere re­ 
ligious leaders against re-enacting 
it, but it has been re-enacted again 
and again. 
Some years ago a professor in 
my own college was ousted from 
his position by the attack s of typi­ 
cal authoritarian officials, though 
he was admittedly a man of gentle 
Christian life, whose approximate 
views on the matters at issue are 
today widely held even in the very 
circles to which he belonged. 
For myself, I have been an in­ 
dependent < though certainly not an 
isolationist) in religion, and this 
attitude, I realize is subject to 
much criticism. 
But the question of religious au­ 
thority, its nature and its exercise, 
is one of the most vital confront­ 
ing the religious world today. 
I venture to suggest that ques­ 
tions regarding the nature and ex­ 
ercise of religious freedom ought 
to be resolved with clearer refer­ 
ence to the authority that Jesus 
exercised. 
The trend in religion today seems 
to me to be largely official and 
bureaucratic, toward closer con­ 
centrations of discipline and au­ 
thority. 
But I anticipate a strong reac­ 
tion, though it may be late in 
coming, of individuals standing up­ 
on their convictions of truth and 
duty, much as Jesus stood in rela­ 
tion to those who would have de­ 
nied Him freedom to express the 
truth that He said would mak e 
men free. 
“The truth shall mak e you 
free."

No t in a lo ng time has there been so 
much grass ro o ts co ncern o v er the fed­ 
eral budget. 
As no w pro po sed, this 
peace time budget is $7 1 .8 billio n. 
J udging fro m hand written letters 
fro m back ho me and receipt o f shirts 
o ff co nstituents’ backs, Co ngressmen 
are sensing an atmo sphere o f restless­ 
ness amo ng the peo ple who want means 
fo und fo r budget-cutting. 
This subject 
is causing almo st as much stir as the 
current Co ngressio nal inv estigatio n o f 
the Teamster’s Unio n. 
Public interest in checking lo o se go v ­ 
ernmental spending may be a healthy 
gesture which will also enco urage bet­ 
ter understanding o f the unhealthy in­ 
flatio nary pro cesses at wo rk in o ur 
co untry . 
We read a lo t abo ut “ strikes” here 
and “ strikes” there. Many are referred 
to as ‘wildcat.’ Mo st are just tame cats 
adding to the inflatio nary spiral o f in­ 
creased wage demands granted by em­ 
plo y ers and passed alo ng to custo mers. 
So no w we hear talks abo ut the custo ­ 
mers go ing o n strike — a “ Buy ers’ 
Strike.” 
This is indeed disturbing but 
no t as imminent as so me wo uld believ e 
by the talk go ing aro und, altho ugh there 
is a lo t o f grumbling. 
“ Sales o f so me kinds o f go o ds are 
slo wing,” acco rding to an article in the 
U. S. News & Wo rld Repo rt. 
“ Merch­ 
ants are enco untering resentment fro m 
their custo mers against so me o f the 
high prices.” 
• 
That may be so because it is human 


nature and inev itable to gripe abo ut liv ­ 
ing co sts no matter who is respo nsible 
fo r them. 
When co nsumer resentment

difference if it didn’t ex ist at all. Other 
kinds o f sto res co mmo nly earn o nly a 
few cents o f any sales do llar. 
All the 
rest go es to buy supplies, pay wages, 
rents, tax es, and to meet o ther unav o id­ 
able ex pense. 
Wages hav e been go ing up, in so me 
cases sharply , and so hav e o ther co sts 
bo rne by business o n bo th the manufac­ 
turing and retailing lev el. 
Merchants 
hav e no cho ice — the increases must 
be passed alo ng to the co nsumer. 
When the co nsumer starts to get in­ 
terested in what’s happening to him at 
the federal budget lev el, may be he’ll 
begin to realize he has a large part in 
co ntro lling the inflatio n which is hurt­ 
ing him. 
And that public interest will hav e to 
be mo re pro no unced that mere drama­ 
tizatio n o f disco ntent o v er the federal 
budget by Centralia Misso urians send­ 
ing the shirts o ff their backs to the 
budget bureau in Washingto n.

A good case for the need of 
a new aq>proach 
to safety on the highways is made by a column­ 
ist in the Charlotte Observer. Sidney J. Harris 
talk ed to a young man who has spent two 
years of his life flat on his back in a hospital 
bed as a result of a car smashup. 
The victim had done a lot of think ing. He’d 
decided the standard approach of putting the 
fear of death in the mind of everybody isn’t 
effective. Nobody really believes he’s going to 
die, he said. And many people are fatalistic 
about death. They think that when their num- 
ber’a up, that’s it. 
But the emphasis, said the invalid, should 
be put on the fear of being disabled. Stress 
safety , he aays, by stressing fear o f being crip­ 
pled o r blinded for life, of being permanently 
bedridden and a burden to your family untd 
y o u die. 
Dy ing is a concept which is immense and 
my sterio us. It is almost an abstraction. 
But 
a liv ing death, with amputated mt twisted in- 
sidee o r a bro ken back, this is something 
we 
understand and reject with a shudder. 
Many fear death far less than withering away 
in a iMNH^itni ward.

In south­ 
east Missouri a way - station is 
maintained for migratory work ers, 
as a service of the office.

Fa rm Lea ders

WASHINGTON (/f)~House farm 
leaders sought today to reunify 
the once invincible “ farm bloc” 
after defeat of efforts to enact 
new subsidies for growers of corn 
and other feed grains. 
The House, dividing along polit­ 
ical and sectional lines, yesterday 
dealt 
a 
virtually unprecedented 
setback to moves to channel farm 
subsidies into both the surplus- 
glutted 
Midwest 
corn 
belt 
and 
other areas. 
E tery 
proposed 
subsidy 
pro­ 
gram was rejected as the House 
ignored 
administration 
requests 
for relief to corn growers as well 
as rival Democratic proposals to 
expand payments to include all 
producers of livestock feed grains. 
Ganging up on all proposals to 
increase 
present 
farm 
subsidy 
payments were big city members 
whose 
constituents 
are 
grocery 
store customers. 
But when it was all over, chair­ 
man Cooley (D-NC) of the House 
Agriculture Committee announced 
that ”as far as I am concerned, 
the corn legislation is not a dead 
item.” 
He told his colleagues he was 
willing to revive consideration of 
a future legislative course when­ 
ever Republicans were “willing to 
meet with us.” 
There was no indication when, 
or if, that would be. 
Republicans so far have stood 
fast for limited aid to the corn 
belt. Democrats just as adamantly 
have stood for a “last chance” 
compromise to enlarge farm sub­ 
sidies to benefit cotton, rice, to­ 
bacco 
and wheat farmers 
who 
have diverted their acreage to 
feed grain crops. 
Not since 1948, when farm state 
members clashed over ’’trial run” 
legislation for production subsidy 
proposals of former Secretary of 
Agriculture Charles Brannan has 
the ’’farm bloc” been so bitterly 
divided. 
Efforts to compromise Republi­ 
can-Democratic 
difference failed 
so completely that Rep. H. Carl 
Andersen (R-Minn) called it “the 
wak e of the farm bloc,” which for 
most of the postwar years has 
united to push farm 
aid bills 
through Congress.
